ASSOCIATION. 


The Convention of the National 
Wholesale Drug Association which will 
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character. The Association has, since 
its very inception been one of the most 
useful of all the trade organizations in 
the United States. Its operations have 
been of a purely practical sort ; it has 
attemped little in the way of sentimen- 
tal reform, but has applied itself to the 
accomplishment of results which should 
afford practical relief from existing 
evils. There may be honest differences 
of opinion as to the ultimate value of 
some of the accomplishments of the 
Association, but there can be no ques- 
tion as to its having done a great deal 
of very practical work in a brief period 
of time. 

The present meeting will be the 
largest and most important the Associa- 
tion has ever had, because it is legislat- 
ing now for the whole country instead 
of for a singlesection. This fact,while 
it broadens the possibilities of the As- 
sociation, also renders its actions more 
difficult, In many matters which it is 





Mr. J. W. Drummond, who is connected with 
the firm of Messrs. F. W. Devoe & Co., dealers 
in paints and artistis materials in this city, is 
expected home to-day from a two weeks vaca- 
tion spent shooting and fishing up in Maine.

“alled upon to consider, there will be 
found more or less diversity of senti- 
ment or interest between the jobbers 
of New England, New York and Phila- 
delphia, and the West and South. 
There are those influences of location 
and local customs affecting each of 
these sections which render common 
action upon some questions, like that 
of discounts on bills, for instance, diffi- 
cult, though by no means impossible. 
The close relations of all sections of 
the country to one another render it, 
more than ever before, important that 
the Association should labor for uni- 
formity in all the customs of the trade. 
Opposition to this comes mainly from 
some of the far-western members, and 
is directed toward uniform discounts. 
A little refleetion will show them, we 
think, how illogical is the position they 
assume. The moment that local 
conditions are permitted to secure 
the grant of special privileges, it will 
be found that there is no locality with- 
out advantages of some sort for which 
it will claim concessions, and all efforts 
to promote uniformity in the customs 
of the trade will prove wholly futile. 
We are encouraged by the belief that 
the present meeting of the Association 
will result in much valuable work, and 
that, on the whole, its scope will be 
somewhat enlarged. There is a feel- 
ing onthe part of some of the mem- 
bers that the Association has in the 
past devoted an undue portion of its 
time and attention to the patent medi- 
cine trade. No one can lose sight of 
the important relation which proprie- 
tary articles bear to the entire volume 
of the business of jobbers and retailers 
of drugs, and in devoting itself as zeal- 
ously as it has to securing an ameliora- 
tion of the conditions under which this 
business was done, the Association has 
simply done a natural and very com- 
mendable work. There are now other 
and no less vital questions claiming 
the attention of the organization, and 
their consideration will be likely to at- 
tract to it the warm support of many 
of the trade who have not hitherto 
sympathized with what seemed to be 
its prime object. It is probable that 
these persons have not credited the As- 
sociation with as much breadth of 
purpose as it has really shown, but this 
is due to the fact that the rebate busi- 
ness has always been the more conspic- 
uous object of its existence. The Asso- 
ciation has, as a matter of fact, done 
much other work for which it is entit- 
led tocredit. Its full aim, as stated in 
the preamble to its constitution and 
exemplified by the proceedings of eve- 
ry meeting it has held, ,will be better 
understood by the trade generally if 
more prominence be given to its efforts 
in behalf of other reforms than those 
which relate solely to proprietary 


goods.

THE RECENT PIPE LINE GAUGE. 


Our Bradford correspondent in his 
letter last week gave a summary of the 
pipe line gauge as verified by the rep- 
resentatives of the various Oil Ex- 
changes who were designated by those 
bodies to accompany the gaugers of 
the pipe line company. It wasnota 
matter of general surprise that the 
company’s previous report received 
confirmation by this gauge, although 
there were many persons who prob- 
ably believed in perfect honesty, that 
the United Lines had persistently is- 
sued false reports of the stocks in their 
custody, for the purpose of affecting 
the market value of certificates. Just 
before the last report was published 
arumor was circulated that it would 
indicate an excess of 2,000,000 barrels in 
the custody of the lines, over their pre- 
ceding statement, and upon this ramor 
the market was temporarily depressed. 
But the report showed nothing of the 
sort. As compared with the last preced- 
ing statement of the lines, the report 
shows an excess of sediment and sur- 
plus of 706,000 barrels. This is the 





amount of surplus that may be made 
merchantable by treating the sediment. 
Theoretically it represents the profit 
which the pipe lines have made out of 
their three per cent. deduction for 
evaporation, waste, etc. As a matter 
of fact this surplus is not an available 
quantity. The gauge was taken soon 
after the time when oil shows its 
greatest increase in volume on account 
of temperature, and were the gauge 
reduced to the basis of mean tempera- 
ture it would result ina shrinkage of 
about two per cent., thus wiping out 
this entire surplus, Itis an interesting 
fact to note in this connection that ex- 
periments by the pipe line companies 
have enabled them to adjust the 
fluctuations of volume corresponding 
with changes of temperature very 
closely. It was found that while actual 
tests in the field showed a much wider 
variation than laboratory tests indica- 
ted, the actual variation was about 
85-100 of one-tenth of one per cent. in 
volume for every degree of tempera- 
ture. That has been adopted by the 
Tidewater Company as its scale, and 
the United Lines have fixed upon the 
full one-tenth of one per cent. 

It is important to thousands 
of persons that the utmost in- 
tegrity should prevail in the manage- 
ment of the oil pipe lines, and 
that the reports of their receipts, ship- 
ments and stocks, as well as theirstate- 
ments as to outstanding certificates, 
should be beyond question. It isa 
subject for general congratulation that 
the producers’ committees have been 
able, as a_ result of their inspection to 
certify to the integrity of the United 
Lines, upon whose integrity the shadow 
of doubt has occasionally been cast, 
though never to the extent of really 
weakening public confidence in the 
safety of their certificates. It seems to 
us that the managers of the company 
have shown wisdom in promptly reas- 
suling the public by allowing the 
agents of the public to participate in a 
gauge of the lines. A lie, industriously 
circulated and never contradicted, is 
liable to do considerable harm fora 
time at least, and if the other branches 
of the Standard had displayed the 
same frankness in’ meeting charges 
against them, that the pipe lines have 
adopted, they would, possibly, have 
had less occasion to complain of unfair 
treatment. The mistake made by the 
Standard and many other corpora- 
tions, it seems to us, is in not taking 
the public into their confidence at least 
to a sufficient extent to contradict de- 
rogatory reports, if they have no foun- 
dationin fact. The policy of many 
corporations is one of too rigid silence. 
While we do not believe it politic or 
manly to give heed to the attacks of 
every blackmailer who may assaila 
corporation or an individual, it is cer- 
tainly both politic and proper to coun- 
teract false impressions which have 
seized upon any respectable portion of 
the public, with such emphatic denial 
that they may be powerless for evil.

SOUTH AMERICAN QUININE. 


According to the best authorities up- 
on the commercial and industrial posi- 
tion of the cinchona products, the 
manufacture of quinine in South 
America does not promise great success, 
Some weeks ago we announced the re- 
ceipt of the first shipment of quinine 
from the factory lately established in 
the United States of Columbia, and the 
commercial importance of the event 
was somewhat magnified by a lack of 
information concerning the quality of 
the alkaloid. Samples shown us shortly 
afterward showed the article to be of a 
dark reddish color not dissimilar to the 
uncrystallised extract of the bark which 
is obtained in the initial processes in 
the manufacture of its alkaloids. This 
was said to be quinine in an impure 
state, but which could be rendered of 
commercial quality by recrystallize- 
tion, It was claimed, with apparent

reason,that even if the manufacturing 
process were carried no further in South 
America than it had been in this case, 
the saving in the cost of transportation 
on bark would be so considerable that 
the South American factory would be- 
come a source of profit even in confin- 
ing itself to the initial processes. If 
the first receipts are to be regarded 
as a fair indication of the quality of 
the product, experts regard the saving 
in the cost of transportation as too 
trifling to offset the extra cost of re- 
working the extract and the loss that 
is evidently being made at the factory 
in the first working of the bark. The 
highest analysis we have seen of the 
extract gives it 10 per cent. of quinine. 
The quinine manufacturers here pro- 
nouneethe article ‘“‘ absolutely worth 
less,” and while this may not be 
literally true, it is practically so. 
The yield of quinine is not suffi- 
cient to pay for working the bark, as 
compared with what is obtained from 
the extracts made by our domestic fac- 
tories. _ In the first place the latter are 
working richer barks than the South 
American, and they are also able to 
extract a larger percentage of the total 
salts than the Columbian factory is 
apparently getting. The latter will 
probably be able to overcome any de- 
fect in its processes and so far perfect 
them as to be able to recover all the 
available salt, but this will not place it 
in a position of strict equality with the 
factories here and in Europe which are 
working the rich cultivated barks of 
East India. The best results are said 
to be obtained by working the latter 
in combination with the South Amer- 
ican barks, and such a combination in 
the South American factory would be 
out of the question. At first sight, 
a factory located at the base of bark 
supplies would appear to have the ad- 
vantages which were thought to be 
foreshadowed by its first shipment of 
so-called quinine. The fact that the 
quality of the product was disappoint- 
ing has led to amore careful study of 
the project, which reveals little strength 
as a competitor of the established fac- 
tories of the United States or Europe.

MINERAL LUBRICATING OILS. 


The market values of mineral lubri- 
eating oils have latterly become very 
unsatisfactory,and the variations have 
been so large that it has in some in- 
stances become a question whether the 
higher prices claimed by some were not 
fictitious, or whether the goods in 
themselves really represented an in- 
trinsic value which would account for 
this difference in price. The want of 
an actual authoritative standard of 
quality has long been felt, and to the 
absence of such is probably due much 
of the variation, and the gradual set- 
tling of prices even when the condi- 
tions of supply and demand were such 
as to warrant a steady market. Some 
of these oils, and more especially the 
paraffine oils, have been sold at a wide 
difference for what was claimed to be 
oil of uniform or equal quality. It 
would appear that such a state of af- 
fairs was unnecessary, but the causes 
leading to this condition are easy of 
explanation and should be easily 
remedied. Some of the principal mak- 
ers have held their prices at a figure 
that brought a fair remuneration in 
the shape of profits, and _ their 
oils being uniform in quality, buyers 
soon found they could be relied upon, 
when therefore a lot has been offered, 
made by some new refiners or by one 
whose product is not so well known, it 
has been difficult to realize a fair price 
for the same. It is true there is usually 
some variation in these oils,as compar- 
ed with some of the better known 
makers, but it is rarely that such 
producer realizes the full value of his 
oils. This is probably largely owing to 
the uncertainty as to what the exact 
quality of the oi] is, as compared with 
previous lots offered by the same re- 
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finers, though these oils are supposed 
to be sold on their merits by sample. 
It is probably a lack of confidence 
on the part of the buyer in his ability 
to determine the exact quality of the 
oil, and just here is where the absence 
of an authoritative standard proves a 
hardship to the smaller refiners or those 
who only occasionally send a lot to this 
market. We of course do not refer to 
oils that are offered of a certain gravity 
or cold test or fire test, and when care- 
fully tested are found to be deficient, 
although this is a practice that prevails 
to an extent decidedly uncomplimen- 
tary to the dealers who handle this 
class of goods. Probably much of the 
distrust of the buyers is due to this very 
misrepresentation. As it is not always 
possible to test the oils, they have to be 
taken on the representation of the 
seller and the judgment of the buyer. 


With the adoption of a standard of 


quality, which should leave no doubt 
as to what constitutes an oil of prime 
quality of a certain fire test or gravity, 
oils would be sold on their merits only, 
without regard to maker. The nearest 
approach to a standard at present is 
that dealers acknowledge the superiori- 
ty of make of one or other of the pro- 
ducers, and gauge all oils offered ac- 
cording as they apparently approach 
these in quality, but never pay the 
same price for oils made by others,even 
though they are acknowledged to be 
equal in every respect. It is time a move 
was made to bring about a reform in 
this matter.

LINSEED AND LINSEED OIL. 


She course of the Chicago market for 


flaxseed has been a surprise to all, and 
of disappointment to many, though 
the producers have good cause to re- 
joice at the prices thus far realized. 
The receipts of seed up to the present 
time have been barely one-half in 
amount what they were for the corres- 
ponding period last year, and this of 
itself would tend to keep prices high, 
but to this has been added the effect of 
determined speculative movements in 
the article, to which, of course, may be 
attributed the sharp fluctuations of the 
past two or three weeks. Naturally, 
soon after the opening of the new crop 
year an important decline is expected, 
and when there are no indications of a 
failure in the crop speculative sales are 
ordinarily made for delivery during the 
month of October at about as lowa 
figure as the price is likely to reach, 
though usually there is a further drop. 
Last year the price of seed in the Chi- 
cago market dropped to $116 per 
bushel, while at the present time the 
average price is $133, and the lowest 
speculative sales made early last month 
for present month’s delivery was $1 25. 
As before stated, the receipts of seed 
have barely been one-half what they 
were a year ago,so that even at the 
high prices ruling there is a steady de- 
mand for consumption, and conse- 
quently supplies do not accumulate. 
From the tenor of the market and the 
speculative sales for later delivery it is 
evident that the price of seed will not 
go much below $130; indeed, some 
considerable sales have been made, 
seller the year, at $1 33, and there have 
been buyers for almost any amount at 
$1 30. Ordinarily high price is an in- 
ducement for the producers to hurry 
their crop to market, but this season 
the price appears to have very little 
effect in this direction, as it is only 
within the past week or ten days that 
the receipts have borne any compari- 
son to those of corresponding date last 
year. We very naturally look to the 
crop as being largely the cause for this, 
although the earlier returns gave the 
estimates but little lower than the crop 
of last year. It must be conceded 
that the obstinate continuance of 
high prices cannot alone be attributed 
to the machinations of speculative rings 
and the steady demand from crushers, 
asin that case sales for later delivery 


would show a wider variation. The 
true cause will doubtless later be found 
to be a much smaller production than 
was counted upon, and in that event 
high prices throughout the year will 
naturally follow. Whether prices can 


be permanently kept at or about $1 30 


will of course largely depend upon the 


extent of the crop. Should that prove 


to be no more than sufficient to supply 
the requirements of the Western crush- 
ers, then the present figures could pro- 
bably be maintained, but this being 


considerably more than Eastern crush- 


ers would pay, any surplus would have 
to be placed at a considerably lower fig- 
ure. With domestic seed at $1 33 f. 0. b. 
in Chicago, crushers in the East will 
find it cheaper to use Calcutta seed, 


which is now quoted at $1 75 to $1 80 to 
arrive, consequently but little domestic 
seed of this season's crop will be 


brought East unless the price should 
later decline fully ten per cent. 
The effect of the high price of seed 


has not been so marked on oil as 


would naturally be looked for, the quo- 
tations in this market being now only 
two cents per gallon higher than they 
were before the opening of the new 
crop year. This is in a large measure 
due to the expectation that seed would 
be sold during the present month as 
low as it was last year, notwithstand- 
ing that the supply of oil was small, 
and many of the mills about the 
country had ceased crushing for want 


of seed and consequently had no oil to 


offer. Most crushers preferred to re- 
tain a uniform price rather than ad- 


vance their quotations only to be com- 
pelled to again reduce them when the 
receipts of seed increased and the price 


thereof dropped to what was believed 


would prove the prevailing price for 
$1.20 per

seed at Chicago are considerably more 
than Eastern crushers can afford to 
pay, and were the price of oil here

WINDOW GLASS OUTLOOK. ~ 


Itis now more than a month that 
the strike among the glass workers has 
been in progress, and there are at pre- 
sent no indications of an early se‘tle- 


-ment of the difficulties or disagree- 


ments between the employers and their 
wérkmen. The latest move on the part 
of the strikers is one which is likely to 
still further widen the breach. During 
the usual summer vacation it has been 
the custom to keep two cutters at"work 
in each factory to prepare odd sizes on 
orders, but the workmen’s association 
has now ordered these cutters to remain 
away from the factories until the strike 
isended, This is about the last screw 
that the workmen’s association can ap- 
ply, but it only has the effect of embit- 


The demand for oil being about 
an average one for this season of the 
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tering the feeling of the employers 
against the workmen, It had been 
hoped that a conference committee 
would meet ere "this and adjust 
the difficulties, but it is not certain now 
when they will meet, and each day 
makes the prospect of a settlement 
that will prove satisfactory to both 
parties nore problematical. Much has 
been said of late about the proposal of 
the workmen to establish a co-operative 
glass factory, but as this will require 
considerable more money than they 
have at their command, the scheme 
may be considered a visionary one. Up 
to the present time the manufacturers 
have not suffered serious loss by reason 
of the strike, but the stocks of glass 
have steadily diminished, and some 
sizes are now very scarce. The result 
is a stiffening of prices, and with a de- 
crease in the supply of American the 
outlet for French glass improves, and 
an early advance in prices is not im- 
probable. 

It will be remembered that the cause 
of the strike was a reduction in the 
scale of wages of from ten to twenty 
per cent. Under the reduced seale of 
wages the earnings of the men would 
be about as follows: single strength 
blowers, $100 to $115 per month; double 
strength blowers, $150 per month; sin- 
gle strength gatherers, $75; double 
strength gathers, $85; cutters, single, 
$80 to $100, and double, $125; flatteners, 
single, $100, double, $128. As the men 
work only forty hours per week, it will 
be seen that even at the reduction pro- 
posed the glassmakers would receive 
better compensation than most other 
skilled artizans. There are other dif- 
ferences between the workmen and the 
employers, and which will have to be 
settled before work is resumed. The 
workmen's Union has placed restric- 
tions upon the manufacturers that the 
latter declare must be removed, 
and jit is doubtless that the men 
see their control slipping from 
them that they are holding out 
so tenaciously rather than to the 
reduction in the wages. The average 
producing power of the factories is 
from fifty-five to sixty boxes of single 
thick or its equivalent per week, while 
the Union restricted the blowers to 
making only forty-eight boxes. As the 
work is all paid for as piece work, the 
expense of running a factory—except 
for raw materials—is the same whether 
forty-eight or sixty boxes are produced. 
This arbitrary order of the Union is, 
therefore, a detriment to both the 


workmen and the manufacturers, and- 


this tyranny the employers insist shall 
cease. It is evident that the workmen 
must eventually accede to the terms 


offered and abandon the dictatorial. 


policy they have so long and so success- 
fully pursued, as their fund, small at 
the beginning of the strike, has dwin- 
dled down to a figure which will enable 
them tocontinue paying benefits but 
a very short time longer, when they 
will be compelled to return to work or 
seek situations at something else.

They are, in conjunc- 
tion with Dr. Hostetter and others, running 
two six-inch pipes from the gas wells at Mur- 
raysville tothe South side, one to cross the 
Monongahela at Homestead, and the other at 
the Tenth street bridge. McKee & Bros, will 
erect a furnace to be operated by natural gas 
alone as soon as the supply of the latter is as- 
sured, 


General E. L. Molineux, of Messrs. C. T. 
Raynolds & Co., read an exceedingly interest- 
ing and valuable paper before the Militry Ser- 
vice Institution at -its meeting on Thursday 
last. The subject was ‘Riots in Cities and their 
Suppression,” and the intelligent treatment it 
received should awaken municipal authorities 
to the necossity of taking such preventive 
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measures as will guard against the havoc which 
evena few hours of mob rule might cause in 
any large city.

A singular accident happened at Chicago on 
Saturday. Through some carelessness of the 
engineer in charge. a condenser in a huge ice 
machine at Moorlin’s Brewery, containing sev- 
eral hundred gallonsof ammonia, burst with a 
loud report, doing some damage and causing a 
firealarm to be given. The fumes, however, 
rose ina great white cloud, and in a moment 
had permeated the entire neighborhood, driv- 
ing people out of their rooms for quite a dis- 
tance fn hot haste. 


The Rey. E. J. Haynes, a Baptist clergyman 
of Brooklyn, has written anovel under the 
title: “The Fairest of Three,” the scene of 
which is laid at Pittsburgh during the railroad 
riots of 1877. The Standard Oil Co. is brought 
into the novel under the name of the great 
Medusa Oil Co., and is condemned by some of 
the characters of the book. Mr. Haynes was 
formerly Mr. Chas. Pratt's pastor, but some 
differences arose between them and Mr. Pratt 
withdrew with some other members and started 
another church. 


Referring to the increased customs duties de- 
termined upon by the Cape government, the 
Cape of Good Hope Commercial Report says 
that an increase has already taken effect on 
oil of all descriptions, including mineral, im- 
ported in vessels containing not less than one 
imperisl pint (chemical, essential, perfumed 
and castor oils, and fish oils in a raw state, the 
produce of Africa excepted), from 6d. to Is. per 
imperiai galloa. ‘There has also been an addi- 
tional duty of 15 per cent. upon the amount of 
customs duty now payable upon each and 
every article other than oils, ales, tobacco, pow- 
der and dynamite. 


There has recently been developed in Paris an 
idea for the use of glass instead of boards as 
flooring. The whole of the ground floor of the 
headquarters of the Credit Lyonnais, on the 
Boulevard des Italiens, has been paned with 
with large squares of glass, about eighteen 
inches square by one andahalf inches thick, 
embedded in iron framework, and a similar 
floor has been laid in the center hall of the 
offices of the Cumptoir d’Escompte. The glass 
is of a bluish tinge, but this is said to be agree- 
able, rather than otherwise, to the clerks who 
work beneath it, and who can transact their 
business, even on dull days, without the aid of 
gas. 


The Greek sponge fisheries have been very 
much developed within the last two years, and 
at the present time there are 723 boats, 183 of 
which are provided with diving bells, employed 
im this business. These boats which carry from 
five to seven men,nearly all belong to the ports 
of Hydra, Egina, Cranidi, Hermione, and Tri- 
keri. The fishing season commences in April 
and ends in August,the boats which are provid- 
ed with diving bells going as far to sea as Tunis 
and Tripoli, while the others do not go beyond 
the coast of Greece and Crete. The value of 
the sponges taken during the past season is put 
at $475,000, nearly half of which is credited to 
the Hydra boats, while those from Egina took 
nearly $135,000 worth of the remainder. 


Henry B. Grier and Albert Jack, two mem- 
bers of the firm of Chapman, Grier & Co., 
glassware and crockery dealers, of Nos. 16 and 
18 Lake street, Chicago, Ill., made application 
on Friday last to have a Receiver appointed for 
their business. They represent in the a2com- 
panying affidavit that tbey have been in the 
business since Jazuary 1, 1880, and now have 
on hand a stock of goods valued at $100,000; 
that they have credits in the shape of book ac- 
counts and bills receivable to the amount of 
$65,000. To balance this they owe $100,000, and 
they think that if the business could be settled 
up ata fair valuation the firm would be sol- 
vent. Judge Gardner appointed Robert E, 
Jenkins Receiver. 


The suggestion from a correspondent pub- 
lished in a recent issue of this paper “that in 
consequence of the advance in price of bleach- 
ing powder, chlorate of potash should be used 
as a substitute for that article’’ seems to have 
attracted little or no attention. This is not sur- 
prising in view of the fact that for the bleach- 
ing of cloth, yarns and paper stock, chlorate of 
potash could not be used at any price, and 
again the price of chlorate has advanced in 
sympathy with bleach, so that, in proportion, 
one article is now as dear asthe other. So far 
as our knowledge of bleachers goes, it is all 
they can do to use bleaching powder intelli- 
gently and successfully and to be asked to 
change to any substitute would only confuse 
and confound them. 


Of late the ceater of naval store production 
has drifted toward the South, and a contro- 
versy has arisen between the two leading 
Southern cities in this trade as to which occu- 
pies the first place. According to Colonel J. L. 
Cantwell, secretary of the Produce Exchange, 
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Wilmington, N.C., Savannah received 536,976 
barrels and casks of naval stores during the 
year ending August 31, 1883, and Wilmington 
during the same period received 647,117 barrels 
and casks, showing an excess in favor of Wil- 
mington of 110,141. The same statistician 
places the total stocks at Wilmington on Sep- 
tember 1 at 92,716 casks and barrels and those in 
Savannah on the same date at 78,969. The 
stocks in Wilmington at the end of the last na- 
val stores year, April 1, 1883, he places at 90,717 
and those in Savannah on the same date at 
49,115, The stocks received during the naval 
stores year ended on April 1, 1883, he places at 
663,558 in Wilmington and 478,440 in Savannah. 


The American bark John Dawson, Capt.War- 
ren, anchored in Panama Bay on September 
25, with 360 barrels of whale and 60 barrels of 
sperm oil on board. The American bark Sea 
Fox, Capt. Gifford, has anchored with 300 bar- 
rels of whale oil. The American bark Osprey, 
Capt. Herrick, anchored on September 27, after 
a southern cruise,with 220 barrels of sperm and 
60 barrels of whale oil. The American bark 
Gay Head, Capt. Jenkins, anchored on Septem- 
ber 25, with 800 barrels of whale and 35 barrels 
of sperm oil. Chilian whalers on the cruising 
ground off the coast of Chili are reported as fol- 
lows: Mathias N. Branes, Capt. Morton, off Tal- 
cahuano, with 100 barrels sperm and 750 barrels 
whale oil: Laura Y. Rosa, Capt. Curby, 800 bar- 
rels whale oil; Grace Morse, Capt. Brown, 100 
barrels sperm and 450 barrels whale oil; Nauti- 
lus, Captain Ray, 260 bbls sperm and 450 barrels 
whale oil. The American schooner Caleb Eaton, 
Capt. Gifford, arrived September 29 from a four 
months’ cruise with 400 barrels whale oil and 70 
barrels sperm oil on board. 


OBITUARY. 


CAPT. GEORGE A, BELING. 

Capt. George A. Beling, a well-known mem- 
ber of the Produce Exchange, died last week at 
his residence, in Centreville, N. J., at the age of 
64 years, of paralysis. Capt. Beling was born 
in Bremen, Germany, and began life as a sailor. 
He commanded for a number of years the sail- 
ing ship Herzogin von Brabant, which sailed 
between Bremen and this port. About 25 years 
ago he settled permanently in this country and 
engaged in the petroleum business. He was a 
member of the firm of Beling, Niemeyer & 

Wesscls, inspectors of storage for vessels load- 
ing petroleum, and also inspectors of naval 
stores for the Produce Exchange for this city 
and leading Southern ports. Capt. Beling was 
some years ago Commodore of the Bayonne 
Yacht Club. He leaves a wife, three sons and 
one daughter, who are all adults. Capt. Beling 
was very popular in commercial circles and 
among yachtsmen because of his genial dis- 
position and good social qualities.

PETROLEUM NOTES. 


It is stated that the officers of the United 
pipe lines do not intend to pursue any different 
course from that which they have heretofore 
pursued in treating their sediment and surplus 
account. In rendering their statement for 
September, they feared that the trade might 
have got the idea from the showing of the 
gauge committee regarding the 677,000 barrels 
of merchantable oil that some change would 
be made. 

Thomas Conway, of Tidioute, Pa., an ex- 

perienced oil man, has entered into contract to 
superintend the drilling of oil wells in the heavy 
oil district of Russia. Mr. Conway, who has 
been engaged for three years, will depart early 
in November for Russia. He will take with 
him five practical drillers from Bradford, and 
also five sets of the latest improved drilling 
tools. This will be the third importation of 
Pennsylvania drillers and American machinery 
into the Russian oil fields. 
' A Philadelphia despatch, dated Oct. 10, says: 
a petition was filed to-day by the Atlantic Pe- 
troleum Storage Company, asking for a decree 
of dissolution. The company was created July 
1, 1866. On July'31, 1883, a majority of the 
stockholders, in view of the fuct that“ the 
transpoatation of petroleum in barrels to Phil- 
adelphia has been greatly diminished and the 
business of the company rendered unprofita- 
bie,” adopted a resolution authorizing the 
President of the company to take legal meas- 
ures to wind up the affairs of the corporation. 


The United Pipe Line Company reports for 
September the number of outstanding certifi- 
cates at 27,786,403, a decrease of 201,200 from 
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August. The credit balances representing oil 
in tanks for which no certificates have been is- 
sued were 5,680,283 barrels, a decrease of 86,827 
from the previous month. The Tide Water 
Pipe Line Company reports 1,662,000 of out- 
standing certificates,a decrease from August 
of 199,000. The credit balances were 502,470, be- 
ing an increase of 52,875 over the August state- 
ment. The net stock of both companies shows 
a decrease of about 250,000 barrels. 


An English correspondent, who recently 
visited Baku, states that it is the greatest petro- 
leum. region in the world. In Baku and the im- 
mediate neighborhood the production of crude 
petroleum last year was 200,000,000 gallons, and 
it is capable of indefinite expansion. Some idea 
of the enormous quantity of oil may be gath- 
ered from the fact that the correspondent wit- 
nessed the tapping of the 375th well, from which 
he writes :—‘’The oil is flowing 300 feet high, at 
the rate of 2,000,000 gallons per diem, forming a 
huge black fountain, visible in the clear atmos- 
phere for many miles round.’ This is the most 
imagunative correspondent yet found. 


The Swedish firm of Nobel Brothers, who 
have developed the Baku petroleum district of 
Russia, employ 7,000 workmen, own a large 
fleet of steamers and 1,400 oil trucks. They are 
building atown in which to lodge their Ser- 
vants, and have adopted a semi-co-operative 
system, giving every one a share in the profits, 
and allowing all to invest their savings in the 
business. But The Pail Mall Gazette under- 
stands thateven their gigantic operations are 
likely to be thrown into the shade by an Ameri- 
can capitalist who is about to lay a pipe 561 
miles long, by which the oil will be conveyed 
across the Caucasus, from Baku to Batoum, on 
the Black Sea. 


A Bradford dispatch, Oct. 13, says: The oil 
market was broken this afternoon by the cir- 
culation of false and malicious reports to the 
effect that the Vandergrift and Miller well, on 
lot No. 731, had been completed, and was flow- 
ing largely. The wellin the morning was re- 
ported dry, and this caused a bull movement, 
which was knocked out by the subsequent fre- 
ports that the well was flowing. Tclegrams to 
this effect were sent to New York, Pittsburgh, 
and Oil City,and the result was that large 
bundies of oil stock were dumped on the mar- 
ket, depressing prices. This well is not yet 
completed, and it will be several days before 
it is. 

A meeting of the stockholders of the Sham- 
burg Petroleum Company has beon called for 
the purpose of winding up the affairs of the 
concern. This company was organized in 1867, 
with a capital stock of $600,000, divided into 
200,000 shares at $3 each. At that time the oil 
excitement was at its height, and the company 
secured a lease of 168 acres of valuable property 
located in the vicinity of Titusville, Pa. Be- 
tween fifty and sixty wells were put down, 
which yielded big returns for a number of 
years. Subsequently one well after another 
became exhausted, and about six years ago the 
company abandoned the property. During the 
prosperous period the stockholders realized 
handsome dividends, but not sufficient to com- 
pensate them for their investment. Prominent 
among the stockholders of the corporation are 
capitalists of New York, Chicago, Baltimore 
and clsewhare. 


A dispatch from Roscommon, Mich., says an 
exploring party left recently to examine as to 
the indications of oil at points hitherto unex- 
plored. One of the party was aman who has 
had large oil experience both in Pennsylvania 
and Canada. After a thorough exploration of 
the ‘ground that has been heretofore looked 
over, he went to acertain point, and with a 
spade dug a hole in the ground, which was im- 
mediately filled with water, on the top of which 
was shown the best indications of oil that have 
yet been found. After making a thorough ex- 
ploration of the land he returned to town, and 
has now taken a ninety year lease of 125 acres 
of land. He thirks he has the best land for oil 
purposes that is to be found in this section, It 
isin the great belt where oil indications have 
been previously found. A previous dispatch 
announced the organization of a company for 
a test well on his land. He will at once proceed 
to the organization of a company for the de- 
velopment of his land, People there are get- 
ting wild on the oil question. 


Chemical and Scientific

DETERMINATION OF GLYCERINE IN SOAP 
Lyes.—M. Flemming neutralizes 25¢.c. with 
dilute sulphuric acid, precipitates the fatty 
acids present with a minimum of milk of lime, 
and concentrates as far as possible on the water 
bath. The residual mase is extracted with al- 
cohol to which one-third its volume of ether 
has been added (until a few drops of the filtrate 
give not a deep blue solution, but a pale blue 
precipitate with copper sulphate and potassa 
free from carbonic avid), the solution is evapo- 
rated, the residue dried at 115 deg., weighed, 
incinerated, and the weight of the ash deducted.

August Wilhelm Hofmann, 


Professor August Wilhelm Hofm 
has been making a tour of the United an 
and to whom the American Chemical Society 
have tendered a complimentary dinner, jg 
known as one of the foremost chemists of th 
day, he having brought to light some Of the 
most important results of chemica] research of 
the present century. Although a German by 
birth and early education, he ig an excellent 
English scholar, and his contributions in the 
English chemical journals have been eager] 
purused, and have given him a reputation 
abroad second only to that which he hag lon 
enjoyed in the fatherland. . 

Professor Hoffman was born in Giessen, tr 
the duchy of Hesse, Germany, April 18th, 181s, 
and is a son of the architect who designed the 
laboratory of the celebrated chemist Liebig, 
We. mention this circumstance, ag it is 
owing to it that the world is indebted to the 
change in the course of Professor Hofmann’, 
studies, and was the cause of his abandoni 
thestudy of modern languages for that of chem- 
istry. He became assistant to Liebig, and re- 
mained in that position until 1845, when he was 
appointed professor extraordinary at Bonn 
where he remained but a short time, however, 
leaving there to accept the direction of the 
laboratory in the Royal College of Che 
in London, where he carned the reputation of 
as one of the most successful teachers of chem. 
istry. His lectures before the Royal College 
were published in London in 1865 under the 
the title of “An Introduction to Modern Chem. 
istry,’’ and were subsequently translated into 
German, passing through several successive 
editions. His familiarity with the English lan- 
guage was shown in the original English 
edition, his style being easy and graceful, and 


of which crystallize well, and the hydrochlo- 
rate is very soluble in water. Some prelimi- 
nary physiological experiments with abrotine 
have been made by Dr. P. Giacova, who finds 
it to lower the temperature of the body, and to 
stop the action of a frog's heart in a few min- 
utes. The alkaloid and its salts appear also to 
possess the property of preventing the putre- 
faction of albuminoid matter. 


DIFFICULTIES IN FILTRATION.—It is known 
that certain precipitates, such as sulphur in an 
emulsion, will pass through a paper filter. In 
order to overcome this difficulty M. de Bois- 
baudran treats the filter with a substance pre- 
pared by boiling filtering paper in aqua regia 
until the mass liquefies, then adding a large 
quantity of water and washing by decantation, 
or otherwise, the white precipitate that is 
formed. This substance is suspended in water 
and the mixture is poured into the filter and 
allowed to drain, when the water passes 
through and leaves upon the surface of the 
paper a coating which obstructs the pores. 


DOUNDAKINE.—A West African bark, called 
“doundake,"’ used by the natives of the Rio 
Nunez as a febrifuge, has recently been ex- 
amined by MM. Bochefontaine, B. Feris and 
Marcas. The bark is of a reddish orange 
color and is formed of superimposed lamelle, 
which are easily detached from one another. 
The taste is strongly bitter. The plant yield- 
ing tbe bark is a shrub, and is supposed to be- 
long to the natural order Rubiaceze. An active 
principle of a bitter taste has been ebtained 
from it, soluble in water and alcohol and pos- 
sessing an alkaline reaction and the same phy- 
siological action as the bark itself. This sub- 
stance the authors regard as an alkaloid, and 
they have named it “ doundakine.”” ‘Tho alka- 
loid possesses poisonous propertics, producing 
in the frog and guinea pig a cataleptic state 
with gradual failure first of respiration and 
then of the heart's action. In dogs the cata- 
lepsy is not so evident. A poison obtained 
from the natives of Rio Nunez and used in 
chase and in war produce similar effects, and 
is believed by the authors to contain the same 
active principle as the doundake bark. 


experiments up to the fundamental laws of 
chemistry. His lectures are unlike those of 
most other teachers, and possess a fascination 
rarely equalled. He also devised apparatus to 
illustrate his lectures which is extensively used 
and universally known among chemists all the 
world over as Hofmann's apparatus. 


During his eighteen years’ residence in Eng- 
land, Professor Hofmann was for several years 
chemist to the mint, and served on the jury in 
the industrial exhibitions. He was also frequ- 
enty called upon to act as scientific expert, his 
reputation gaining for him more calls of this 
kind than was at times agreeable. He delivered 
a course of workingmen's lectures, which 
proved successful, both as to attendance and 
results, and also delivered several courses of 
lectures before the Royal institution of Great 
Britain. He examined the water of London, 
and with the aid of Professor Graham made an 
investigation of the bitter ales at a time these 
were under the suspicion of being adulterated 
with strychnine, and the result did much to al- 
lay the popular prejudice and suspicion, In 
1861 he was made a Fellow of the Royal Chemi- 
cal Society, and ten years later was elected 
president of the London Chemical Society, He 
left England in 1862 to organize the chemical 
laboralory at Bonn, where he designed the 
building later occupied by Professor Kekule. 
Before the completion of the structure he was 
called to succeed Professor Mitscherlich at Ber- 
lin, where he supervised the construction of a 
new laboratory. Here it was that in 1868, he 
founded the German Chemical Society, which 
now numbers over two thousand members, He 
held the pesition of president for some time, 
andinthe capacity of vice-president usually 
presides at the mectins of the Society. 

His valuable discoveries in connection with 
aniline colors gave him a,world wide reputa- 
tion, but he did not profit by these, he having 
taken out only a single patent, which has long 
since expired. Of his discoveries in chemistry 
we cannot speak in detail or at length, but give 
a short summary from a sketch written by 
Professor E. J. Hallock, to whom we are in 
debted for copious notes. 

In 1843, while still at Giessen, he published 
the results of his investigation of the bases in 
coal-tar, a subject in which he has ever since 
taken the deepest interest. Runge, ten years 
before, had announced the discovery of six 
substances in coal-tar. Two of these, to which 
he gave the names of kyanol and leucol, are 
bases, and occur in the heavy oil of coal-tar 
(now called dead oil.) These were the objects 
of young Hofmann’s first research. Starting 
with half a ton of coal-tar, he succeeded in ob- 
taining about four pounds of the crude bases, 
kyanol and leucol. Having carefully separated 
the two, he proceeded to purify the former, 
and study its chemical, physical, and physiolo 
gical properties. Upon comparing it with other 
organic bases, he found that it was identical 
with benzidam, which Zinin had obtained by 
the action of reducing agents upon nitro-bea- 
zol, and also with the substance obtained, by 
Unverdorben, in 1826, by distilling indigo: 
These three bases, which Hofmann proved © 
be identical, are now all known under the e 
eral name of aniline, from anil = indigo.

An ANILINE COLORS Porsonous ¢—In order 
to ascertain to what extent aniline celors might 
be injurious to health, notice was for some 
years taken of the health of the employes of 
the aniline color works at Hochst-on-the-Main, 
where 670 persons were employed. Reporting 
the result, the Journal of Gas Lighting says that 
it is known that nitro-benzol is poisonous, yet 
among the twenty-four men employed at 
Hochst, in the nitro-benzol house, during the 
last four years, symptoms of “nitro-benzolis- 
mus" appeared in only five cases. Aniline, 
also, is admittedly poisonous; and of the twenty- 
nine men employed in the aniline house at 
Hochst there were eighteen cases of specitic 
aniline poisoning, none of which proved fatal. 
The workmen in the magenta house were al- 
ways reddened with dye, even to the inside of 
the mouth, and some of the material must 
therefore have been swallowed; yet not asingle 
case of specific ailment bas occurred among 
them for cightcen years. Neither magenta nor 
its derivatives, when made without arsenic, can 
be considered in the least degree harmful. 
Naphthaline is observed to be deleterious only 
when in the form of hot vapor, On the whole, 
Dr. Grandhomme finds that the average mor- 
tality of the workpeople was 4.2 per cent,which 
is a distinctly favorable result, and should go 
far to dispel any lingering drend of coal tar 
colors, on the ground of their supposed pos- 
session of poisonous qualities, 


VOLUMETRIC DETERMINATION OF MERCURY, 
—<According to A. Haswell, the solutions re- 
quired are: Permanganate of known efficacy; 
ferrous sulphate acidified with sulphuric acid 
and standardized according to the permanga- 
nate employed, and a moderately concentrated 
solution of stannic chloride, containing neither 
free chlorine nor stannous oxide. It is pre- 
pared by dissolving pure tin in hydrochloric 
acid with the addition of potassium chlorate, 
boiling the solution until all chlorine has evap. 
orated and precipitating with sodium carbo- 
nate. The filtered precipitate dissolved in hy- 
drochloric acid should be reddened for at least 
three hours by a single drop of permanganate. 
In the execution of the process the solution of 
mercuric chloride, measured off with the pip- 
ette, is mixed with a known excess of the fer- 
rous sulphate, and supersaturated with pure 
potassa. The blackish brown precipitate thus 
formed is digested for a few seconds, shaking 
the glass, acidified then with sulphuric acid of 
a moderate strength, and agitated till the per- 
manent precipitate of mercurous chloride ap- 
pears perfectly white. The excess of ferrous 
oxide is then at once oxidized with permanga- 
nate without filtration. This process may be 
regarded as complete when the milk-white 
liquid takes a peach-blossom color. For the ti- 
tration of the mercury a few drops of the stan- 
nicchloride are added, and permanganate is 
run in till the liquid is colored a permanent 
red. The liquid becomes gredually clearer 
during the addition of the permanganate, but 
it does not always become quite limpid.

The Seminale Oil Spring, at the west end of 
Mountain, so called, is located.on the foot- 
hills of the Rattlesnake range. For thirty or 
forty miles north of this point and for more 
than one hundred miles west of it, the country 
is a comparatively level plain, washed into 
ravines by the rains and melting snow.: Bound- 
ing this plain, on the north, are the foot- 
of the Bighorn Mountains, and on three 
foothills, the conglomerate’s sandrocks, shales 
and slates are thrown up to the surface; here, 
Petaoloum appears in many places, but not in 
as large natural springs, as on the southern and 
western borders of the basin.

Manufacture of Zine White in 


Belgium. 


The followiug from the Ot and Colorman’s 
Journal is taken from a paper on “*The Manu- 
facture of Zine in Belgium,”’ read by M. 
St. Paul de Sincay, of Chenee, before the mem- 
bers of the Institution of Mechanical Engineers 
recently held at Liege :— 

Zine heated to red heat is evaporated, and 
the vapor coming in contact with air is uxidized 
and produces a white impalpable substance, 
which alchemists named lana philosophica, and 
which in moderr. times bears the name “zinc 
white.” This oxide has long been employed 
for decorative painting. Its brilliant whiteness, 
combined with the fact that it does not change 
by the action of the air, and has no ill effects on 
the workmen who use it, are the principal 
qualities which have made it the most formid- 
able rival to white lead. In making oxide of 
tine there are two processes equally simple. 
The sublimation process is the most ancient. 
Tosublime or volatilize ingot zine, it is placed 
ina series of retorts within a common furnace; 
the oxide is formed in an exhaust chimney, 
and then passes through along series of pas- 
sages and condensing chambers. It is deposited 
in large tanks of sheet iron or cloth, which are 
ranged all along the path pursued by the vap- 
ors. Atcertain hoursin the day the oxide is 
collected into casks, and then, after the quality 
has been tested, it is compressed into barrels 
carefully made, ready for delivery. According 
to the purity of the metal subjected to the pro- 
Ccas, the zinc-white is obtained varying in color 
and brilliancy. “Blane de neige”’ isa product 
of the most superior quality, and can only be 
made with zinc from the ores of the Moresent 

“Blanc No, 1” is the most common 
variety, It requires for its manufacture zinc 
coming from selected ores, and generally puri- 
fled by remelting. Lastly “Blane No. 2” isthe 
common variety, distinguished from the others 
by its shade of whiteness, though still identical 
in composition. 

In the making of zinc-white, as in all other 
manufactures, residues are produced. Drops 
of metal imperfectly oxidized, deposit in the 
retorts, and waste from the work-shops, are all 
tikes Separately; then after being ground,

~ d pean, they form the “gris-pierre,”

a8 the American method. It uses the 
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ore direct, and is necessarily therefore cheaper 
than the former. There are in Belgium only 
two works for making zinc-white. The Vielle- 
Montagne Company produces annually at the 
Valentin Cocq Works 3,000 tons of zinc-white 
by sublimation. The other work is at Ougree, 
and belongs to Messrs. Escheger, Ghesquiere & 
Co. There the American method is employed, 
but at present the works are standing idle.

Americnn and Spanish Trade Marks. 


A convention for securing reciprocal protec- 
tion in trade-marks and manufactured articles 
of their respective citizens or subjects within

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New Coal Tar Dyes. 
(From Dingler’s Journal.) 

The method of the Farbwerke,formerly Meis- 
ter, Lucius and Bruening, for preparing a yel- 
low dyestuff, consisting of binitronaphthol- 
monosulpho-acid depends upon the simultan- 
eous action of nitritcs and nitrates in an acid 
solution, upon naphthylamine trisulphonic 
acid, 

In the preparation of alpha naphthylami- 
netrisulphonic acid it is advantageous to con- 
vert the naphthylamin into the monosulpho 
acid, and then to change this into the higher 
sulpho acid. For this purpose one part of the 
difficulty soluble naphthylamine monosulph- 
onic acid is placed into 3-4 parts fuming sul- 
phuric acid (containing 40 per cent of anydride), 
kept well cooled, and then gradually heating 
the mixture to 120 deg C, at which temperature 
it 1s kept from 8to 10 hours. Tho product of 
the reaction is then poured into cold water. 
After neutralizing the solution wiii milk of 
lime, the sulphate of calcium formed, is re- 
moved, and the filtrate evaporated. The resi- 
due consists of the calcium salt of the alpha 
naphthylaminetri-sulphonic acid, which is 
ready for use, without any further purification. 
The tri-sulphonic acid, can also be obtained, by 
acting. with other sulphonizing agents upon 
alpha naphthylaminemonosulphonic acid. e.g. 
by the action of sulphuric acid, monochlorhy- 
drin, or pure sulphuric acid, in the presence of 
dehydrating agents. Naphthylamine and fum- 
ng sulphuric acid, give only small, quantities 
of the tri-sulphonic acid, 

In the formation of the yellow coloring mat- 
ter, the action of of nitric and nitrous acid, 
may be effected in various ways. The follow- 
ing method was found to give the best results; 
10 kilos alphanaphthylaminetrisulphonate of 
calcium, 3-4 kilos nitrite of sodium and 6 kilos 
of Chili saltpetre are dissolved in a capacious 
vessel in 30 liters of boiling water. to this solu- 
tion isaddeda boiling mixture of 8 kilos of 
sulphuric acid in 8 kilos of water. As soon as 
the violent evolution of nitrogen which takes 
place with the formation of a reddish yellow 
color has ceased, the solution is neutralized 
with potash. A thick, yellewish brown mass is 
produced’ from which the ¢ifficultly soluble 
potassium salts of the dinitronaphtholmono- 
sulphonic acid are separated and recrystaliized. 
By double decomposition of the potassium salt 
with sodium sulphate, the soda salt of the yel- 
low coloring matter is finally obtained. 

The Farbfabrik vormals Broenner converts 
the beta-naphtholmonosulphonic acid into two 
‘ew beta-naphthylaminesulphoniec acids, and 
employs them in the preparation of coloring 
matters. The beta-naphtholmonosulphonic 
acid is prepared accordiug ts Schaeffer's 
method, and the acid is obtained by means of 
the well crystallizing calcium and sodium salts. 

Sixty kilos beta-napththolsulphonate of am- 
monium are then heated with 12 kilos calcium 
hydrate or 20 kilos calcined soda and 60 kilos 
water for 24 hours to 180 deg. C., under pres- 
sure. The resulting mass is dissolved in 50 
litres of hot water, filtered, and the filtrate 
acidified, when the difficultly soluble beta- 
naphthylaminemonosulphonic acid separates in 
dense crystalline masses. By filtering hot and 
pressing, the acid is obtained in an almost pure 
state. The sodium saJt may be used instead of 
the ammonium salt, and gives good results 
when heated with soda and ammonium chlor 
ide. The naphthylaminemonosulphonic acid 
thus obtained is soluble in about 260 parts of 
boiling water, thattobtained from beta-naph- 
thylamine in about 70. The free acid and ite 
salte are characterized by « bright silver luster, 
which is wanting in the compound of the acid 
from beta-naphthylamine. 

The mother-liquor ot this diffiultly soluble 
beta-naphthylmonosulphonic acid still con- 
tains a considerable quantity of beta-naphthyl- 
aminemonosulphonic acid, which is readily 
soluble in water, It is obtained by neutralizing 
the mother-liquor with soda, evaporating to 
dryness and boiling the residue with 2 to3 parts 
of alcohol of 90jdeg. The acid separates from 
the acidified alcoholic solution on cooling. 

This beta-napbthylaminemonosulphonic acid 
ig more difficultly soluble in boiling alcohol 
than the readily soluble sulpho acid obtained 
from beta-naphthylamine and fuming sul- 
phuric acid. The diazo compounds of the for- 
mer give a beautiful reddish blue dyestuff with 
alpba-naphtholmonosulphonic acid. The diaso 
compound of the acid prepared from beta- 
naphthylamine, when treated in the same man- 
ner, gives a blood red dyestuff strongly inclined 
to brown. In general the azo colors of the 
readily soluble naphthylaminesulphonic acids 
from beta-naphthylamine have a more yellow 
or brown tint, while the azo colors of the new 
acid are more red or blue, 

By combining the diazo-compounds of the 
two described beta-naphthylaminemonosul- 
phonic acids with phenols, oxyphenols and 
naphthols, and their ethers and sulpho acids, a 
series of beautiful coloring matters are obtain- 
ed. The difficulty soluble aeid gives tkose 
which are more yellow, while the readily solu- 
ble acid gives those having a red or blue tint. 
The diazo-compound of the difficulty soluble 
sulpho acid gives with phenol an orange, with 

eta-naptholmonosulphonic acid and with 

' Ipha-napthol a blood red. The diaso-com- 
pounds of the soluble sulpho-acid give with 
beta-naphtholmonosulphonic acid a brick red, 
with alpha-naphtholmonosulphonic .cid and 
aipha-naphtbo! a blueish red. 


W. Harmeen describes a new method for pre- 
paring yellow, orange and red coloring mat- 
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settlers’ improvements had not been made. 
Thousands of acres of land in the Province 
have thus been forfeited by the Government 
for nonfulfillment of settlers’ duties under the 
act which has been set aside. Large tracts of 
phosphate lands have thus been dealth with by 
the Quebec Government, which after confisca- 
ting them, has resold them for mining pnrposes. 
The recent decision isto the effect that the 
clause authorizing the Commissioner of Crown 
Lands to cancel titles for such lands, was only 
comminatory, and that the government could 
not say under the act that the mere lapse of time 
in making improvements or in muking pay- 
ments entails for the future. If this decision 
holds good in the higher courts, to which it will 
be appealed, the titles to the greater portions 
of the valuable phosphate mines in the Province 
of Quebec will be worthless, as in most cases 
these lands have been forfeited under the act 
in question and resold by the Government. In 
that case the property would revert to the 
original owners. The mines have been largely 
developed by American capital, and, it is under- 
stood that fearing the recent decision will be 
sustained in the higher courts, to insure a title, 
several owners of large mines are endeavoring 
to purchase any claim the original owner might 


have. 


Examination of Chili Saltpeter. 

When nitre contains only a small quantity of 
sodium chloride (up to about 3 per cent.) and 
is free from organic matter, the nitric acid is 
estimated by simply igniting with sand. In all 
other cases, the nitric acid must be reduced to 
ammonia, and a determination made of the lat- 
ter. 
1. Ignition method. 6.8 gms, of the finely 
pulverized subtance are passed through a sieve, 
and dried in an air bath at about 126 deg. 
C. The loss is equal to the water present. Then 
about 46 grms finely pulverized quartz sand 
are ignited in a platinum crucible, cooled in a 
desiccator and weighed. After having obtained 
the weight of the crucible and sand, about 1 
grm of the dried nitrate is placed on the surface 
of the sand, The whole is thoroughly mixed 
with a platinum wire and again weighed. The 
crucible, without being covered is now gently 
heated, the heat is gently increased until 1-3 of 
the crucible has a dark red appearance. After 
igniting for 15 minutes, the crucible is removed 
from the flame, cooled in a desiccator and 
weighed. It is then ignited for 5 minutes. 
cooled and weighed, &c., until the weight re- 
mains constant. Two weighings are gencrally 
sufficient, The loss in wight is calcuated as 


ters by pairing’ the diazotized bases with 
aromatic oxy-acids and the sulpho acid of beta- 
oxynaphthoi acid. The oxy-acids of the aroma- 
tic serics. when mixed with equal molecules of 
diazotized bases give coloring matters, which 
vary from yellow to red, with the increased 
amount of carbon contained in the compounds. 
The carboxy! group of the oxy-acids remains 
unchanged in the new compounds, so that they 
still behave like’acids, decomposed carbonates 
and forming salts. The coloring matters, which 
according to their constitution are oxyazoacids, 
dissolve in alcohol forming bright colored 
solutions, The alkali salts are soluble in water 
and dye wool and silk directly and permanent- 
ly. The sodium salts are:the brightest, and 
therefore mostly used as dyes. 

To prepare these dyes equal molecules of a 
diazotized base and the sodium salt of an aro- 
matic oxy-acid are mixed, the mixture is ren- 
dered alkaline by sodium hydrate, the solution 
filtered and salted out with common salt, when 
the coloring matter separates as a flocculent 
precipitate, which is pressed, dried and pulver- 
ized. ‘To prepare the yellow coloring matters 
by pairing metaoxybenzoic acid with diazo- 
benzol, 20 kilos aniline are dissolved in 200 liters 
water and 40 kilos hydrochloric acid, in a 
leaden vessel of 500 liters capacity; the liquid is 
then cooled to 0 deg. C. by adding ice, diazo- 
tized with 16.5 kilos of a 100 per cent. solution 
of sodium nitrite, and then an alkaline solution 
of 30 kilos of metaoxybenzoic acid in 150 liters 
water is gradually added. After this, dilute 
solution of sodium hydrate is added, until the 
deep yellow solution shows an alkaline reac- 
tion. After filtering it is salted out, the precip- 
itate is pressed, dried at 60 deg. to 70 deg. C. and 
pulverized. The coloring matter is obtained in 
a form soluble in alsohol, by precipitating the 
filtrate with hydrochloric acid. 

According to the same process yellow color- 
jog matters are obtained from 3 parts aniline 
with 5 parts oxymetatoluic acid, or from 4 parts 
toluidine with 5 parts oxybenzoic acid; orange 
coloring matters from 5 parts aniline with 9 
parts oxyisophthalic acid, or 7 parts toluidine 
with 10 parts oxytoluic acid, 5 parts toluidine 
with 8 parts oxyisophthalic acid,6 parts xyli- 
dine with 7 parts oxybenzoic acid, {4 parts 
xylidine with 8 parts xytoluic acid, 8 parts 
xylidine with 11 parts oxyisophthalic acid, 1 
part cumidine with 1 part oxybenzoic acid, 9 
parts cumidine with 11 parts oxyphthalic acid,

A cherry red 
coloring matter is obtained from 3parts naph- 
thylamine with 4 parts beta-oxynaphthoic 
acid. 

As the sodium salts of the coloring matters 
derived from naphthylamine are difficulty 
soluble in water, they are converted into the 
sulpho acids, by heating the dry free acid 
with twice its weight of sulphuric 
acid, sp. gr. 1.8 for two hours, with constant 
stirring to 160 deg. C. The deep blue solution 
is poured into four times the quantity of water, 
when tke sulpho acid separates. When it is 
cold the precipitate is pressed or dried in a cen- 
trifugal, dissolved in sodium hydrate, and re- 
precipitated with salt. The soda salts obtained 
in this way are much more soluble, and pos- 
sesses greater tinctorial powers than those ob- 
tained from the oxy-acids directly. The other 
coloring matters are converted into sulpho 
acidsin the same way, fuming sulphuric acid 
being used in piace of the ordinary acid. 

The red coloring matters which are derived 
from beta-oxynaphthoic acid,obtained by pass- 
ing carbonic acid over beta-naphtholate of sodi- 
um at 280 deg. C..and precipitating the aqueous 
solution of the residue with hydrochloric acid, 
are easily converted into sulpho acids, by using 
the sulpho acid of the oxynaphthoic acid, in- 
stead of the acid itself. The oxynaphthoic acid 
is dissolved in concentrated sulphuric acid and 
heated to 150 deg. C. until a drop of the solution 
when placed into water dissolves without resi 
due. It is then diluted with ten times its 
quantity of water, and milk of lime added to 
alkaline reaction. The solution of the calcium 
salt is filtered from the calcium sulphate and 
decomposed with hydrochloric acid, when an 
acid lime salt, which is difticultly soluble even 
in hot water, separates in form of fine needles, 
By boiling with an equivalent quantity of soda 
this is converted into calcium carbonate and 
the sodium salt of the sulpho acid of oxynaph- 
thoic acid. This dissolves easily in water, and 
is filtered from the calcium carbonate. With 
diazotized aniline and toluidine it gives scarlet, 
with xylidine and cumidine poncean red, and 
with naphthylamine dark cherry red solutions, 
which, as described above, are neutralized with 
sodium hydrate, filtered and salted out.

2. Reduction method.—10 gms.of nitre are dis- 
solved in water to make 1 litre. 25¢.c. of this 
solution are taken by means of a pipette, and 
placed into an Erlenmeyer flask, conneeted with 
a receiver, containing 25 c.c. normal sulphuric 
acid. Then two or three iron-zine spirals; are 
introduced into thelflask and 50 c.c. of a 14 per 
cent solution of caustic soda are added through 
a stoppered tube passing through the rubber 
stopper of the flask. The whole is repeatedly 
shaken and allowed to stand at the ordinary 
temperature for about 15 hours. The reduc- 
tion takes place slowly and uniformily, At the 
expiration of this time, the flask is carefully 
heated, to prevent frothing, and the ammonia 
distilled into the receiver. This operation is 
completedin %-% hour. Air is then drawn 
through the apparatus, to drive the last traces 
of ammonia into the sulphuric acid. Finally 
the the sulphuric acid is titred with baryta 
water.

Lead in Soap. 


Three’specimens of,marbled soap made in St. 
Petersburg, which were packed in tin foil, were 
examined by E. Johansen on account of their 
suspicious dirty gray color. 

The analysis of the wrapper, made by dissolv- 
ing in nitric acid, filtering and precipitating 
with sulphuric acid and alcohol, showed it to 
contain 80.8 per cent. of lead and only 19.2 per 
cent. of tin. Tin foil ought not to contain more 
than 20 per cent. of lead. 

Pure tin is very difficult to roll into a useful 
foil, and as 6 to7 per cent. of lead is not injuri- 
ous when used for wrapping articles of food, 
&c., this amount would be admissible,

A recent decision in the Quebec courts has 
caused considerable alarm among those who 
have invested heavily in phosphate lands in the 
Province of Quebec. The judgment in this 
case sets aside an act of the Quebec Legislature 
cancelling the title to certain Crown lands in 
the Provinces on the ground that the necessary 
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filtered. The blue residue when treateq with 
hydrochloric acid gave off sulphurettea hydro. 
gen, and formed a dirty white, cloudy liquid 
The coloring matter, therefore, consisteq of 
ultramarine, a sulphur compound. Ip the 
upper layers of the soap this combined With 
the dissolved lead, and gave rise to the forma. 
tion of black sulphide of lead, which Produced 
the gray color. 

As the two samples of blue soap differed jn 
the gray color, notwithstanding that they were 
both colored with ultramarine, the cause of 
the difference was to be looked for elsewhere, 

For a further examination, sainples were cut 
from the center of the cakes of soap and 
the percentage cf water determined, No. 
1 was found to contain 44.86 per cent; 
No. 2, 38.21 per cent. and No. 3 454 
per cent. The estimation was made by 
drying at 100 deg, C. These results explained 
the variation of color, The difference in the 
percentage of water between Nos.3 and 4 jg 
7.28 per cent, therefore No.3 was cither made 
later than No. 2, or No. 3. was cut from the jp. 
terior of a block which had lost more water 
the surface. It is also possible that No, 2 had 
been kept in a warmer and dryer place than 
No.3. If No.2 was wraptin the metallic foj 
before No. 3 the action of the metal took place 
fora longer time, and was consequently more 
intense. The loss of water causes the soap to 
shrink, the sulphide of lead is concentrated to 
a smaller mass, and becomes darker in color, 
The eftloresced salts also came in contact with 
the lead, and the excess of alkali exerted a fur. 
ther action on the metal. 

On incinerating a quantity of these soaps, the 
ash was found to contain much silicic acid,show- 
ing that they were filled with water glass, This 
is the reason why they could hold the large per. 
centage of water mentioned above, 

When washing with soap more or less of the 
lather remains upon the skin or is rubbed into 
the pores. Lead, when present in the soap, as 
is the case in these samples, will enter into go- 
lution in contact with the sweat, which has ap 
acid reaction. The skin, on account of being 
softened by the washing, will readily absorb the 
solution. This process, when often repeated, 
will introduce sufficient lead into the system to 
produce disturbances in the organism, 

The injurious action of lead, even ip 
very small quantities, is well known. It accu. 
mulates in the bones and gives rise to various 
symptoms, which the physician will ascriveto 
all possible complications, but not to lead poi- 
soning. This is more particularly the case if 
the occupation, or medicines taken, are known 
to cause no contact with lead. 

In view of the dangerous effects of lead, and 
its terrible consequences, it is asked whether 
the sanitary authorities ought not to prohibit 
the sale of soaps which are colored cither with 
the red oxide of lead or absorb lead from the 
wrapper.—Pharm. Ztschr. f Russl.

Italian Borax. 

The seven borax villages, the lagunes and the 
boracie sources of the province of Pisa are 
amongst the curiosities of Italy. In a report 
furnished to his government, the United States 
consul at Leghorn has recently given some in- 
teresting details as to the manner in which bo- 
rax is obtained in the villages referred to, ani 
in the adjacent districts, the sources alluded to 
being all situated upon the property of one in- 
dividul. Although the whole country round 
contains extensive borax deposits (as the va- 
pors arising from fissures in the ground indi- 
cate), it is not from these sources that the most 
abundant yield is obtained, but from artesian 
wells which invariably strike the borax ata 
short distance from the surface. Digging is, 
however, continued until the well brings up 
water. Then the machinery is removed, and 
the water is allowed to penetrate into the shal- 
low channels dug in advance around the hole. 
This water soon is heated up to boiling point 
and is impregnated with the borax which comes 
forth from the opening of the artesian well, 
after which the water is withdrawn, andto 
evaporate it is allowed to pass through a series 
of small metal vessels, fifteen or twenty innul- 
ber, arranged in such a manner as to form a de- 
cirsption of cascade. ; 

When arriving at the last vessel, the borax’ 
half solidified, and when cooled it appears 00'- 
ered with a thin crust of ice. ‘This crust iste 
moved and is spread upon the floor of & drying 
room heated by pipes. In this manner the cty* 
tallization of the borax is effected. 

The lagunes are described as having a pecl- 
liar aspect during the issue of the borax. Whe 
they are full of water, the ebullition is contit- 
uous, rising to the height of several teet, but 
the vapor is quite disagreeable from its sulphu- 
rous odor. This odor penetrates all the borax 
establishments, and the vapor affects in 810 
table degree any metals exposed to its influ- 
ence. Thus the copper instruments belongits 
to the workmen are slightly coated with abo, 
racic layer.

Vegetable Oils. 


Linseed crushers have not as yet advanced 
their quotations on oil, but the sales at 56c are 
now exceptional, the bulk of the business doing 
being at 57c. At this figure the oil is compara- 
tively cheap at the prices ruling for seed at 
Chicago. Indeed, were the price of oil at the 
present time based on the ruling price for seed 
the market would be about 5@éc higher. The 
demand has heen good, and there is also a fair 
sprinkling of orders for large parcels. Crushers 
do not encourage orders for forward delivery 
owing tu the uncertainties in the market for 
seed, and are not accepting orders on the basis 
of present quotations except for prompt de- 
livery. Western is nominally quoted at 55ce, 
but we hear of no business. Calcutta is steady 
at 58@59c, under a moderate demand. 

There has been some movement of crude 
cottonseed ofl and we are reported sales of 
1,000 bbls dark at varying prices, according to 
quality, on the basis of our quotations. There 
appears to be little demand at present, buyers 
hesitating to operate unless they can secure 
parcels at what may be considered low figures. 
At Memphis the market is quiet, with &#@35c 
quoted for prime.The high price which crushers 
are obliged to pay forseed ($14 per ton) makes 
them reluctant to do much business, the oil 
being comparatively low, There is a move- 
ment on foot to bring about a change in the 
price of seed, and this failing, buyers look for 
relief toa higher market for oil. At New Or- 
leans the situation is equally unsatisfactory, 
and but little business is reported. 

In summer yellow cottonseed oil the market 
has been rather unsteady—the demand fair one 
day and quiet the next—but the situation is 
not materially changed from what it was a 
week ago. Prime may be quoted at about 44@ 
45c, with choice cooking grades selling in mod- 
erate parcels at 46@47}4c. The amount of busi- 
ness done has not been so large as last week, 
but still the aggregate foots up well. Off 
grades appear to be relatively lower at present 
and it is dificult to secure a good bid where the 
quality is considerably below prime. At Mem- 
phis 40c is quoted for strictly prime, but there 
are few sales and oilis not being pushed on the 
market. Choice cooking grades are offered at 
42c and white summer is held at 44c. 

Cottonseed soap stock has moved rather 
slowly, the only demand being for moderate 
parcels, but even in this way the business done 
was not large. Prices remain unchanged and

Paraffine oils have been in good request for 
moderate parcels but the movement in large 
lots has not been so satisfactory, and when an 
effort is made to move a considerable parcel 
holders find the bids unsatisfactory. For the 
best grades of 25 gravity dealers continue to 
realize 17@18c according to quantity, but there 
are Oilsa little off in quality that are offered 
under the regular quotations, a lot low in fire 
test and deficient in viscosity went begging at 
154gc. There has been considerable movement 
in 28 gravity, the best of which are held at 
14@l4c and some considerable sales are reported 
at these figures, but the large offerings of low 
fire test and light -body oils makes 
the market rather unsatisfactory, the deceptive 
appearance of these oils tending to interfere 
with the full appreeiaticn of the best qualities 
We are reported a lot of 2 carloads of fine ap- 
paring oil which sold at lic, and more ison 
tie market at 12@12Kc, while fair oils of 26 to 
27 gravity are offered at M4@l5c.

The 
market for these oils appears to be ina very 
unsatisfactory condition, although the best 
grades realize full prices. The free offerings of 
off qualities and their fine appearance in sam- 
ph., causes these to be taken in many instances 
owing to the low prices at which they are 
offered. 

Black oils of 25@30 deg cold test have been in 
fairly active demand, and these are held at 9@ 
10c, some of the principal dealers refusing to 
shade 9%c. There is also a good demand for 15 
deg cold test oil, but the supply being rather 
light the market is strong at 11@1%c, though 
there are parcels of a little lower quality which 
can be secured at We. These cheap lots have 
met with a ready sale when guaranteed as to 
cold test, &c, but some of them do not come 
fully up to the requirements. Zero oil is scarce, 
and held at 17@l8c, although there is oil 
claimed to be zero which may be had at lic 
and under. Onc lot sold as “not varying 
more than three degrees from zero,’’ was found 
to stand but ten degrees of coid test for which 
l4c had been paid. The best oils are pretty 
steady and are not much affected by those of

Strictly bloomless neutral oils are in light 

supply and dealers gre consequently enabled to 
realize full previous prices, far 34 gravity 80@

offerings. Oils not bloomless of 34 gravity are 
in good supply and the range on these 
wide according :{to‘quality, but the best 
of them reliaze about # 18@20c, while 
lower grades may be found all the way downto 
lie. For 37 gravity bloomless there is also a 
fair outlet and for the’ best a round price has 
been obtained, dealers claiming 20@22c, while 
for oils not bloomless it is difficult to give ex- 
act quotations owing to the wide variation in 
quality. The; price, however, may be said 
to range from lic for the best down to 12c or 
even less in exceptional cases. 

Cylinder stocks continue to have a steady 
good call, and on these there is a steady mar- 
ket, the variations in price being smaller than 
onany of the other mineral lubricants. For 
light filtered stock of 600 deg. fire 
test 23@25c is obtained, some of the 
larger dealers claiming to have a steady outlet 
for their entire production at the outside figure, 
Oils a little off in color but fully up in fire 
test also tind a ready markct at relatively 
cheap rates, though 20c is asked for the better 
grades. There are free offerings of stock off in 
color and having a fire test of 550 deg, which 
are offered at 16@17c, and stock down to 515@ 
525 deg. goes begging at 15c, while we are 
told of sales at 124c of dark 515 deg.

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pETROLEUM MARKET. 


TUESDAY EVENING, Oct. 16, 1883. 

The situation in crude oil certificate circles 
has continued quite favorable to the “bear” 
fraternity. The fluctuations have at times 
peen important and sudden, though question- 
able methods have been resorted to to attain 
this end. The bogus telegram received Satur- 
day, and which materially affected the market, 
reminded one of the subterfuges of political 
circles. It was to the effect that the Vander- 
grift and Miller well, in Forest county, an im- 
portant wild cat venture, had been completed 
and was flowing freely. The well in the morn- 
ing had been reported dry, This caused a bull 
movement early in the day which the subse- 
quent telegram was disastrous to. The final 
news, from an authoritative source on Satur- 
day, was that the well had not been completed, 
The Western Union Company have offered a 
reward of $500 for the conviction of the sender 
of the false dispatch. 

The position here is that, while the daily de- 
liveries are about 12,000 bbls in excess of the 
actual production, the speculative interest is 
timid when they view the possibilities of the ex- 
tended Balltown tract, as indicated by the recent 
free flowing of the Howe and Porcupine wells. 
All profits are readily accepted, and the axiom 
of the departed Uncle Dan Drew, “cut short 
your losses,” is conscientiously adhered to. 
There are, however, several spirited brokers 
who do not hesitate to advise that oil is a pur- 
chase. Messrs. Bushnell, Patterson, Kimball 
andeven the heretofore conservative Meblen, 
are of that class. 

The Balltown production for the week shows 
adecrease of 1500 bbls, while the Cooper tract 
production is essentially as that of the week 
previous- 

On Wednesday last there was a speculation 
of 16,505,000 bbls at figures ranging from $1.13 
to $1.0914, with the closing at $1.095g. The bears 
had a field day. It was wired that Rhodes No. 2, 
(Wardell), was doing 2 to 344 bbls an hour, and 
made 105 bbls in 20 hours; Keeler No. 2, (Max- 
burg), showed an average well. Howe 13, was 
about to strike. Thursday prices were de- 
pressed to $1.0774 by the free flowing of the 
Howe wells, though a recovery to $1.09 took 
place during the last hour; 12,768,000 bbis 
changed hands during the day. Friday the well 
news was unimportant, and a drifting market 
was noticed, from an opening price of $1.093¢, 
$1.085% was reached, though the final hour 
showed up pleasant at  $1.1054, with 
a business of 14,566,000 bbls for’ the 
day. Average daily runs to the 10th 
inst., 63,004 bbls, and deliveries 176,375 bbls. 
Saturday morning a spurt to $1 11% took place 
on information that a famous wildcat venture 
was dry but a telegram, worthy of the fertile 
imagination of*‘step ladder’’ Husted, which re- 
ported the well as completed and flowing freely 
broke values to $1 10 and the closing price was 
$1 10%; that day 10,820,000 bbls changed hands. 
Howe No. 13 was drilled 3 feet and tlowed 45 
bbls in the first hour. 

With the opening of the present week a 
better tone existed; an advance to $1115¢ oc- 
curred and at the close $111 was the free bid- 
ding price. Sales on the two floors 9,052,000 
bbls. The average runs to the l4th inst, were 
61,08 bbls, and the deliveries 73,484 bbls. The 
well on lot 731 in the Balltown district was 
wired as a fizzle. 

To-day opened with premonitions of firmness» 
butafter touching $1 11% .there wasa steady 
drop until $1 10 was reached,then the trade was 
was turned and the final figures were $1 1034. 
The business for the day was 9,764,000 bbls, 
making 73,475,000 bbls on the two exchanges for 
the week, against 66,592,000 for the week pre- 
ceding, well on lot 731 was reported dry and 
Howe. No. 11 expects to strike sand to-night.

With these 
facts in view and the slow but almost certain 
improvement in crude certificates an under- 
current of soundness is almost universally per- 
ceptible. The Bremen cable was 10 francs 
‘higher to-day. 

Refined for domestic uses has continued the 
feature of the market, All prices fare firmly 
sustained and further advances would not be 
surprising. During the week 1,000 bbls. 
“Flash” have been taken at 9i4c, and of 110 
test, 500 bbis for expert have been sold at 84@ 
9c; water white of 150 test is offered in a con- 
servative way, and the accumulated sales 
for the week are placed at 1200 barrels, 
at 12c. There is hardly a doubt as to the firmness 
of the situation. and this fact is noticed in the 
limited offerings and the general reserve to do 
business on the present quotable basis. Cases 
have been advanced and though a few retain 
the figures of 9%c, the more general figures are 
9%@10c. For Bombay, Singapore and Panang, 
large orders have been filled, and to-night one 
order for 75,000 forthe “Pharos” loading for 
Bombay was received. In addition a good trade 
with Mediterranean ports was reported, and 
altogether the situation is generally gratifying. 
Crude in bbls and cases have been rather quiet. 
Several orders for the former have been re- 
ceived, but they were mostly on account of 
previous contracts. This has been the case with 
the majority of vessels now loading for French 
and Spanish ports. 

Naphtha has been advanced to 5%e, though 
no sales have taken place at that price. The 
business of the week, and it has been by no 
means limited, has been at 554@534c, principally 
at the latter price. 

Gasolene and residuum are quiet for export. 
The former has a free movement for home use 
at firm figures. The report that stocks are low 
is now pretty generally accepted.

Every 
shareholder in the company is not only a large 
man, but isalso handsome, intelligent and a 
mighty comfortable specimen of the human 
family to have business or other relations with.

A shut down of drilling wells is talked of by 
the Balltown operators after the present stock 
of wells has been disposed of. The “shut down” 
will probably result as did the one attempted 
last fall by the operators of the Cooper and ad- 
joining tracts—in the erection of half a dozen 
new rigsby each party concerned, after which 
some one “kicked” and business proceeded 
with greater haste than ever.

Every farmer within a hundred miles of tho 
State line of northwestern Pennsylvania, im 
bibes freely of the luxurious hope of some day 
witnessing oil pour out from a hole in the 
ground within the bounds of his possessions.

it nas been many years since the condition of 
affairs in the producing fields has been main- 
tained at so even a balance for such a length of 
time. Ever since the development of the 
Coope: and Balitown districts, about a year ago, 
the struggle between the two opposing factions 
of the trade has been very great the one for the 
nonce apparently gaining a strong point by the 
develepment of some fresh deposit but again 
loosing foothold by its sudden collapse or by 
failures where good strikes have been looked 
for. So the struggle continues to this day, 
and it is a question of some moment which 
side is to win in the near future. When the 
magnitude of the demand for petroleum is 
observed and the fact also that there lies im- 
mediately in advance of us the possibility of 
the exhaustion of the resources of the three 
great basins of resent oildom, viz: McKean, 
Venemango and the lower region, one is driven 
by some unseen force to the side of a higher 
scale of values. But while these things are 
being considered the other facts, that there is 
considerable territory yet remaining beyond 
the limits set by the trade in the present field 
as promising production, that the wildcatter 
continues his deadly work, that there are 
heavy stocks on the surface, that Ohio, Cali- 
fornia, Kentucky and Greenland are heard 
from every day as promising oil flelds and the 
most ardent beleiver in a happy “future State”’ 
for the business becomes a little shaky in the 
faith. The fact is the scale isabout on a balano? 
with this peculiar “weight” resting on one 
side : When left to itself the market seems to 
seek a lower level. This may indicate some- 
thing iu the near future and it may not.

A PALSE REPORT.

overcome. 
NEW TERRITORY. 


Considerable attention is being given to the 
territory lying between the Clarendon and 
Cherry Grove deposits. It is well known that 
the of) sand of Cherry Grove is about 200 feet 
nearer tide level than that of Clarendon. At 
the latter place, and throughout the whole in- 
tervening section, however, a sand rock occu- 
pying the same level as that of Cherry Grove 
exists, but is devoid of oilin paying quantity. 
Anumber of wells have been drilled into it, all 
of which have proved dry so far as oil is con- 
cerned, but in most cases heavy gases have re- 
sulted. Aline drawn from the center of the 
Clarendon deposit or pool to the Book well on 
lot 690 Cherry Grove, the most northern of pro- 
ducing wells in the latter district, passes 
through lots 557, 560, cutting corners of 584, 585, 
and 589, leaving the corner gas well on lot 586 
about half a mile to the east, and a dry hole on 
lot 556 half a mile from the line to the west. 
Directly on the line is the Crowell well, drilled 
more than a year ago, on the northwest corner 
of lot 560, about midway between Clarendon 
and the old Mahoopany well, Cherry Grove. 
The Crowell venture was and is a very small 
producer from the Clarendon sand, though it 
was drilled to the Cherry Grove level. 
The lower rock was found all right, but 
it contained gas only. Latterly interest has 
been aroused in the neighborhood by the com- 
pletion of a well by the Comen Bros. on lot 556, 
whose production has been somewhat increased 
from the lower, or Cherry Grove sand, This 
fresh venture is but a short distance southeast 
of the duster sunk on the same lot, and owned 
by the same parties, last fall. The finding of 
evenasmall quantity of oil in this rock two 
miles northeast of Cherry Grove wells, might 
indicate something, but at present, of course, 

the “indications” are not of sufficient magni- 
tude to cause anybody loss of sleep. A smail 
quantity of oil has been conveyed to the sur- 
face of the original Sheffield gas well ever since 
its completion, half a dozen years ago, and 
yet other wells drilled round about failed to 


findit. It will not be a matter of much marvel, 

however, if some day, some venturesome wild- 

catter stepsinto a fresh deposit even in the 

Cuerry Grove rock, for Warren county

There isa gencral complaint at this state of 
affairs, as it was thought that an active fall 
trade would give place to the dullness that has 
prevailed in the market thus far this year, The 
outlook does not seem very encouraging. A 
few changes have occurred in prices, the most 
important of which are noted below :

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The Mineral Oils as Lubricants. 


From a paper recently read before the Society 
of German engineers we copy the following, 
qhich, though much of it is not news here, 
shows that mineral lubricants are making pro- 

abroad: 

The class of mineral oils includes a number of 
jubricants which have nearly all a common 
origin with “petroleum.” Crude petroleum, as 
jt was first won in large quantities in America, 
oonsists of an intermixture of many organic 
substances, which, on account of their exterior 
similarity to real oils, as well as for simplicity’s 
gake,are called “oils.” These oils, which may 
pe distilled without decomposing, differ from 
each other by their verious specific weights, as 
wollas by their var:ous boiling points. Fora 
jong time the volatile ingredients only were ex- 

from crude petroleum, which were 
used for illuminating purposes, while little at- 
tention was paid to the heavy oils which re- 
mained after distillation. But when those resi- 
dues grew in quantity, means had to be devised 
for utilizing them, and it was soon found that 
they could be used as lubricants. At first the 
ol was applied in its original form, as left in 
the alembic, in which it still contains many im- 
urities. But now, in most cases, after the 
more volatile oil nsed for lighting purposes has 
peen distilled over (at a temperature of from 
10 to 350 deg. C.), the lubricating oil is also 
driven over. The latter is then purified with 
acids and alkalies, and a product obtained which, 
in consequence of its purity, chemical con- 
stancy, and other valuable properties, appears 
very suitable for use as a lubricant. 


As the raw mineral oils consist of a large 
variety of combinations related to one another, 
and those combinations, according to a greater 
or less degree of distillation, etc., may appear 
inthe most various mixtures, it follows that, 
independent of their greater or less degree of 
purity, the mineral oils may possess widely 
varying properties principally of a physical 
pature. Thus the color of the different mineral 
oils varies from light yellow to dark brownish 
red; their specific weights fluctuate between 
0880 and 0.920; their cohesion—their “‘body”’ as 
more generally expressed—shows itself in all 

between the consistency, for instance, 
of the highly-liquid linseed.oil, when fresh, and 
the semi-liquid resin-oil, etc. 


But, however much their physical properties 
may vary, in their chemical nature mineral oils 
are closely related toeach other. They all con- 
sist (of course, only real mineral oils are in- 
cuded) of a mixture of carbureted hydrogen, 
indifferent organic combinations, which pos- 
sess neither acid nor basic properties. They do 
not decompose either at very low temperature 
orat degrees of heat which far exceed those 
prevailing in the steam cylinders, etc., where 
theyareemployed. They do not undergo any 
change either on contact with the air, or with 
water or steam; they do not attack metals, even 
the most easily oxydizable, such as potassium 
orsodium,:and are as little changed or decom- 
posed by the metals themselves. 

This chemical indifference is the principal ad- 
vantage possessed by mineral oils over all fat 
ols, whether they are of vegetable or animal 
origin, All those fat oils decompose in time on 
exposure to the air, at high temperatures, on 
contact with metals or their oxides, and thus 
destroy, sometimes more quickly, sometimes 
more slowly, the parts of machinery they are 
intended to preserve. 

! Notwithstanding the great excellencies which 
nineral oils have over fat oils, great difficulties 
vere at first experienced in introducing lubri- 
ction withthe former more generally. Con- 
venience, attachment to custom, and want of 
intelligence were among the obstacles that had 
tobeovercome. Mineral oils were looked up- 
oasentircly unsuitable for lubricating ma- 
chinery, and fat oils as alone possessing the 
specific property of a lubricant; apprehensions 
vere raised as to the easy “‘inflammability” of 
mineral oils, etc. But the introduciion of 
uineral oils for lubricating purposes was also 
greatly retarded by the want of sense, and 
partly also by the want of honesty, on the part 
ofindividual producers and dealers. Proper- 
ts Were claimed for the crude mineral oil 
ouly possessed by carefully purified oil; when, 
fivally, the price of the lubricating oil exceed- 
(that of the oil used for burning, part of the 
utter was left in the lubricant,so that especial- 
yifgreat pressure took place, it was found 
Uusuitable, Notwithstanding all this, lubrica- 
“on with mineral oil has,within the short space 
ofthe last tive years, made such progress that 
‘may justly becalled, not only the lubricant 
o{the future, but that of the present day. As 
the mineral oils, on account of their chemical 
Properties, are far more valuable than the fat 
iil, and,on the other hand, owing to greater 
‘arlety physically, they may be adapted more 
‘adily for different purposes than fat oils, 


is nothing to prevent their general intro- 
duction, 





It will be gathered from the foregoing that 
the displacement of fat oils for lubricating ma- 
chinery by mineral oils is a great technical 
progress. But the use of mineral oils is a great 
advanaage, also from the point of cheapness. 
The best mineral oils are now only half the 
price of fat oils. With sutiable construction of 
the parts to be lubricated and a correct choice 
of the most suitable lubricating materials, the 
consumption of mineral oils is no greater; on 
the contrary, it ought to be less, as with miner- 
al oil no hardening or thickening takes place, 
and thus there is no loss. Finally, in lubrica- 
ting with mineral oil, the parts oiled are not 
destroyed, but, on the contrary, preserved; 
whilst the destruction of machinery parts such 
as pivots, regulator valve-rods of locomotives, 
etc., is only too olten a consequence of the use 
of fat oils.

The Jameson Coking Process. 
BY J. JAMESON. 

‘The Jameson process for the recovery of the 
volatile products of coal during the process of 
manufacturing coke, is based upon the fact 
that in the ordinary coke-oven the progress of 
distillation, and finally of ignition, of the coal 
operated upon is from the top downwards. If, 
as in the ordinary process, the products of dis- 
tillation be suffered to find their way to the 
upper surface of the char;se in the oven, the in- 
tense heat there existing, and the access of air 
required by the process of coking, at once de- 
composes these products and renders them val- 
ueless. If, on the other hand, the products as 
they are formed are caused to pass to the lower 
and cool surface of the charge.and are extract- 
ed from the bottom of the oven, they may be 
recovered quite unchanged in constitution by 
mere condensation. This is accomplished by 
making passages below the oven floor, and lay- 
ing upon these passages perforated quarles, or 
recessed bricks, and applying gentle suction 
during the process of coking by means of a 
pipe communicating with these passages, and 
coupled to an exhauster. 

Not only is it possible,by the process referred 
to, to effect the recovery of the products of 
distillation proportioned to the quantity of gas 
so withdrawn, but, owing to the fact of the dis- 
tillate never being subjected to a heat higher 
than that at which it is formed, it may be said 
that almost the perfection of slow distillation 
is attained, and the condensable products given 
off approach nearly tothe highest production 
possible in any circumstances. The impor- 
tance of this peculiarity is demonstrated by the 
result (recorded by Gesner) of the distillation 
of 1 ton of Newcastle cannel coal at a tempera- 
ture ranging from 1,000 deg. to 1,200 deg., anda 
ton of the same coal distilled at a temperature 
ranging from 750 deg. to 800 deg. In the form- 
er there was a yield of 17,450 feet of 
gas, 18% gallons of tar, and 1,000 pounds 
of coke; inthe latter a yield of only 
1,400 feet of permanent gas, but with 68 gallons 
of oil and 1,280 lbs. of coke. There can be no 
doubt that the distillate, at the same tempera- 
ture in each case, possessed the same composi- 
tion, and was, while at that temperature, like 
in quantity; but this distillate escaping from 


the coal, and in one case subjected to higher | 


heat against the walls of the retort, had its oil- 
vapors decomposed into a little more than one 


quarter of the quantity of tar and more than 


four times the quantity of incondensible gas. 


In the other case the vapor was not subjected 
tothis destructive heat, and condensed,;there- 
tore, into oil. 
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The destructive power of heaton coal ail is 
demonstrated in the process of making oil-gas. 
By the mere passage of the oil-vapor in con- 
tiguity to the heated walls of a retort, it is de- 
composed into permanent gas and tarry resi- 
due. In the process of making coke in the 
ordinary oven, the rate of the descent of incan- 
descence is from % inch tol inch per hour, 
and the charge of coal throughout its mass is 
therefore subjected in succession to a low and 
very gradually increasing temperature; and 
thus, by the Jameson process,the producw 
found at the lowest heat are obtained as they 
are formed, being passed immediately through 
the mass of cooler coal below that in which 
they were formed, and so into the suction-pipe 
and condenser. The conditions for the pro- 
duction of condensible products are thus 
the most favorable possible. The con- 
ditions for their recovery are equally 
favorable if the suction be such as to extract,as 
the coking progresses, enough but not too 
much gas from the oven. 

An incidental effect arising in the carboniza- 
tion of bituminous coal is of great importance 
in this view. As the coal is heated it apparent- 
ly melts together in cakes,and by this caking 
there is formed at a point between the mass of 
incandescent coke and the raw coal'a seal or 
diaphragm over the whole area of the oven. 
Below and in the softer parts of the seal the 
vapors are liberated, and the harder part of the 
seal forms a more or less imprevious shield 
separating the between the gases below and the 
gasses above it, whereby, to the extent of the 
protection thus afforded, the one is subjected 
to the suction of the oven-bottom, and the 
other is shielded from it. The important action 
of this shield may be seen from the analysis of 
the gas withdrawn. When the process is work- 
ing satisfactorily itis always a rich burning 
gas, and occasionally even an illuminating gas. 
Although the production of condensible pro- 
ducts is all that can be desired, and although 
the incidental effect of the seal described is of 
great value, yet the perfection of the recovery 
is manifestly dependent upon the suction ap- 
plied. Itis clearly possible by excessive suc 
tion to break through the seal and 
diminish the yield of coke by drawing 
air through the charge, and so burning 
it; and it is as clearly possible by too 
light suction to make a recovery of products 
of almost no value; but the range between 
these limits are very wide, and by due propor- 
tioning of the suction in reference to the cir- 
cumstances of the case, it is possible to effect a 
large recovery of oil and ammonia, with a full 
yield of coke of the highest quality. In this 
regulation of suction lies the whole secret of 
the success of the process; and doubtless to in- 
sufficient attention to this point is due in lurge 
measure the varying results which have oo- 
casionally been obtained. Sometimes differ- 
ences in yield of products are observed with 
the same coalin different ovens and sometimes 
even with the same coal in the same oven; and it 
may be regarded as the one essential re- 
quisite to obtain the best results that the 
process be conducted (in regard to the amount 
of suction) alike in accordance with the quan- 
tity of coal treated, the peculiar character of 
the coal, the progress of ignition, the shape of 
the oven, the amount of chimney-draught pull- 
ing inthe opposite direction when the oven is 


more or less closed, and perhaps other circum- 
stances as well. The necessity for the observ- 
ance of the conditions last named will be ap- 
parent at a glance.

In practice not more than 60 per 
cent. of useful effect is obtained with anthra- 
cite, its performance being limited to the evap- 
oration of from 6.5 Ibs. to 7.5 lbs. of water, 
whereas with petroleum the performance has 
lately risen to from 11.25 to 12.25 Ibs., or about 
75 per cent. of the theoretic amount.

tire-box, and delivers a sheet of flame, which is 
carried upward by the draught and impinges 
upon all the plates very equally. The objec- 
tions urged against this apparatus are, that it is 
uneconomical of fuel, and that should any- 
thing go wrong with the burner, the traffic 
must be stopped to get at it, and some time lost 
before the parts can be cleaned and replaced. 
With a high wind, or when an extra energy of 
blast is developed by the wheels slipping round, 
the tlame is apt to become extinguished, and to 
require relighting, whereupon the cold air 
rushes in, no matter how quickly the ash-pan 
doors are closed, and causes the tube ends to 
leak so badly that it is almost impossible to 
keep time. It likewise suffers from the intense 
heat developed in the furnace, and gets warped 
and melted, while the petroleum becomes caked 
in the narrow orifices, and stops the flow. It 
has been tried on the Trans-Caucasian Railway 
and the Trans-Caspian Geok-Tepe road. 

When applied to stationary and marine boil- 
ers Brandt's pulverizer is modified, and for 
these purposes it is found to give excellent re- 
sults, as owing to the conical head the flame 
impinges upon the whole surface of the flue. 
As an improvement upon the original design, 
Mr. Ludwig Nobel has introduced the practice 
of cutting one or more spiral grooves on the 
conical head to give the flame a rolling motion, 
which sweeps it along the inner surface of the 
cylindrical boiler tue. The regulation of the 
steam and naphtha is effected by means of in- 
dependent cocks, while an extra means of reg- 
ulation is provided in a screwed spindle, which 
acts on the conical head. The most improved 
form of pulverizer known to the present has 
been Karapetoff’s arrangement, which is used 
on the Trans-Caucasian Railway. It is fixed in 
the fire-box door in such a way astothrowa 
flat fan of flame on to a refractory brick bot- 
tom, which soon attains a high temperature, 
and thus aids in inflaming the small bubbles of 
petroleum which may reach it unconsumed. 
This is certainly an improvement upon Lents’ 
first appliance, but were Lente’ pulverizer to 
be placed on an inclined position over a brick 
bottom, the result would be somewhat similar. 
The apparatus is formed of a drum having 
loose ends, and through the drum there are cast 
three channels, the upper for pctroleum, the 
middle for air, and the lower for steam. This 
method of admitting the air has proved very 
successful in helping to consume the dense 
smoke, as the air is in contact with the parti- 
cles at their ignition. The regulation of the 
petroleum supply is effected by means of a 
slide operatec by a screw and handwheel, while 
the steam is controlled by a cock or wheel 
valve. The whole apparatus is pivoted below 
the furnace, so that it can be turned back for 
inspection or repair.

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Oxalic Acid, 


Oxalic acid is one of the most widely distrib- 
uted acids occurring in nature, It is generally 
found in the animal and vegetable kingdom, in 
combination with bases, It is also produced in 
many chemical processes, particularly by the 
oxidation of organic substances with nitric 
acid, or by fusion with potassium hydrate. On 
asmall scale oxalic acid is generally prepared 
by digesting 1 part of sugar with 6 parts of 
nitric acid of specific gravity 1.13, on a water 
bath at a temperature of 60 deg. C., for 48 
hours. The weight of oxalic acid obtained is 
generally equal to the amount of sugar em- 
ployed. 

Oxalic acid can also be prepared in other 
ways. Particularly good results are obtained 
when organic bodies, such as starch flour, bran, 
&c., are fused with potassium hydrate. By 
leaching the fused mass with water, an abund- 
ance of oxalic acid is obtained. The crystal- 
lized acid has the formula C,03 +3HO. Two 
equivalents of the water are water of crystalli- 
zation, and are given off when the acid is 


heated to 100 deg. C. The third equivalent is 
water of hydration, without which the acid can- 
not exist, but which is separated when the acid 
combines with a base. 

The acid has a strong acid taste and reddens 
litmus much more strongly than any other or- 
ganicacid. It is very soluble in water and al- 
cohol. Itis soluble without decomposition in 
dilute nitric, hydrochloric and sulphuric acid. 
When rapidly heated to 100 deg. C, it melts and 
is decomposed at 155 one C., at which tempera- 
ture it boils, with the formation of carbon id 
oxide, carbon monoxide and water, hut without 
separation of carbon. Another portion is split 
up into carbon dioxide and formic acid, while 
asmall quantity sublimes. Heated with con- 
centrated sulphuric acid it givegjequal volumes 
of carbon dioxide and carbon monoxide. Oxi- 
dizing agents, such as uitric’ acid, chlorine 
water, manganese dioxide and ‘potassium per- 
manganate, convert it into carbon dioxide. It 
is a strong acid, capable of replacing all vege- 
table acids, and in some cases even sulphuric 
acid (ferrous ee, in their compounds.

The same manipulation is pursued in the 
adulterating with sugar, only with the differ- 
ence that it is not melted but simply colored. 
Happily, sugar has the propensity to lose its 
capacity for crystallization as soon as it has for 
some time been raised to the fusing point, 160 
deg. C., which prevents the falsifyers fram em- 
ploying itextensively. Otherwise it would be 
made use of with preference. 

Falsifications of this latter sort are very 
easily recognized with the microscope. Many 
uncolored crystals will be found between the 


alcohol. Since both products, sugar as well as 
dextrine, are insoluble in these three fluids, the 
pigment is soon removed by a repeated wash- 
ing and filtering, while the residue gives the 
nature and quality of the adulterant. When 
using alcohol it is well to first test it thorough- 
ly, since a few per cents of whater contained in 
it might easily diasolve a fair proportion of the 
sugar or dextrine,

an artificial way, whereby they are easily re- 
cognized by the naked eye, while the pure 
fuchsine, although clouded for the first few 
minutes, is soon restored to its original luster. 

An absolutely exact qualilative test dyeing 
with sophisticated fuchsine is generally ob- 
taned with great difficulty, since by weighing 
off the pattern portions of the pigment for the 
dye-bath, sometimes a larger and sometimes 
a smaller quantity of fuchsine is contained in 
the lot. The most reliable way is to at once 
take a large portion into the mortar, grind it 
fine, so that the different portions are thus first 
well mixed together, und then to undertake 
the experiment; otherwise, it is possible that by 
test-dyeing with identically the same quantity 
as many varying results are obtained. 

Ponceau and safranine are mostly mixed 
with soda sulphate (Glaubev's salt). safranine 
sometimes shows admixtures of dextrine. 
These are rare occurrenccs, however, since the 
appearance of the article would be too much 
changed thereby. 

Although the dextrine is gencrally colored 
already before being added to those pigments 
for which it is to serve as an adulterant, never- 
theless it is impossible to impart to it a thor- 
oughly deceptive exterior. It remains dull, 
while aniline pigments posscss fire; and the 
former deteriorates the entire mass by giving 
ita velvety dampencd appearance, 

Glauber’s salt, as adulterant for ponceau, is 
rather easily detected by exposing a portion of 
the pigment to the sun, in some airy place. 
The adinixed salt hereby surrenders the last 
part of its water of crystallization, and white 
dots appear upon its surface by which the falsi- 
fication is made apparent. 

Pure safranine must possess a handsome dark 
red-brown exterior, which it loses entirely by 
admixtures of dextrine. Sophistitications with 
Glauber’s salt can be proven in the same man- 
neras with ponceau. Beside this, it is recom- 
mendable to pass this product through a fine 
hair sieve and to subject the portion remaining 
in the sieve to a close scrutiny. 

The safranine is ground together with the 
Glauber's salt in large iron drums, whereby 
stone-hard lumps, of the size of pin heads, form 
from the salt, which, upon the outside, assume 
the color of the safranine, while they remain 
bleeding white inside. By crushing several of 
the grains remaining from the sifting, it may 
quickly be ascertained whether one has to deal 
with fraud or not. By treating these residues 
‘as Was specified for fuchsine, with ether or ben- 
zol, the pigment may be removed, while the salt 
remains behind. 

Blue,—It is far more difficult to ascertain 
whether blue is falsificd; in fuct, it can truth- 
fully be said that means are wanting to ocularly 
demonstrate the fact. The normal aniline blue 
occurs in commerce either as a bluish-brown 
powder with feeble metallic luster or in large 
copper-colored pieces, and is generally impure. 
Dextrine is also in this case the most generally 
employed adulterant, and is added to the pig- 
ment fluid betore it is evaporated. When this 
is done in very shallow evaporating plates, 
with bottom at most covered one centimeter 
high with fluid, evaporation progresses uni- 
formly and quickly, and we obtain the copper- 
lustrous pieces, of whose purity it is impossible 
togivea definite judgment without test dye- 
ing. The case is not different with the pulver- 
ated blue, which may be bighly sophisticated 


without being detected if the falsification is 
done in the fuctory, before the conversion 
from the fluid iuto the solid condition, 

Green.—The ucid green, as well as the myrtle 
green, are frequently mixed with dextrine; so 
igalso myrtle violet. It is a rare occurrence 
to tind the latter pure in commerce, and It may 
stately be stigmatized as “adulterated” when- 
ever it is offered ip pieces, These are produced 
in the sume manuer as that previously Seeoribed 
forfuchsine substitute, and they sometimes 
barely contain 10 per cent. of the pigment. The 
more inferior the quality, the blacker is the in- 
terior of the pieces when held against the light; 
the green glittering appearance of the exterior 
is simply produced artiticially. 

The adulterations emanating from dealers are 
generally more palpable and cusier to be dis- 
covered than those committed by the manutfac- 
turer, Since the former will, in rure instances 
ouly,go to the expense of procuring: suitable 
machinery and utensils to carn a profit which 
Would be for the greater part consumed 
by the hecessary Outlay, they remain content 
iu deteriorating the value of the pigments in 
the dry way, and it mmay clearly be seen that 
such u falsification is casier of detection. If, 
for instunve,a dealer would reduce the pure 
Pigment in a skillful manner by dissolving it, 
he would be compelled to earn’a fair maryin, 
to use a very high percentage of admixture. 
This traud would be easily detected, however, 
by way of test dyeing; while, with a lower per- 
centage, the profit would be reduced so materi- 
ally that the thing would not pay.

Pigment, when making it, in the inanner speci- 


| their fraud to prevent possible discoveries. 

The greatest fraud is committed with the go- 
called “mode” colors, which are found in 
market with all imaginable namcs, and sold at 
stupendous prices, although every dyer is 
i to compose the shades himself at one 
half their price, and at the same time better 
and fuster. 

Most of these pigments are mixed colors. For 
instance,the various browns, searlets, high reds, 
}ete. In order to test a pigment as to its consti- 
tuents of crude eg nig it is only necessary 
to make the following experiment: Upona 
sheet of white blotting paper strew a small por- 
tion of the pigment under investigation, and 
then moisten the paper with a few drops of 
water. The different substances will thereby 
dissolve in spotsin the various placcs, and show 
up plainly of what they are composed, 

The way to produce aniline black divectly 
| from aniline bas not yet been discovered. The 
various products found in commerce by this 
name always consist of a mixture with a black 
brown, almost equal to a black tone; but never 
a full, intense black. This mixture also depends 
upon the happy combination of the ingredients. 

Let the pigment consumer muke the trial, 
and he will plainly perceive upon his paper the 
different colors, blue, red and orange, of which 
the so-called bluck is composed. In conclusion, 
I cannot sufficiently urge the consumer to buy 
his stock only trom reliable manufacturers, anda 
not to swallow the bait of cheap prices offered 
by unscrupulous dealers. These goods will in- 
variably prove to be the dearest in the end.—
